ducers and distrib utors of the Chi­ 
cago district yesterday, and there has 
b een no diminution in the am oun t of 
milk delivered to the Dixon factory 
today b y producers of the Dixon dis­ 
trict. 


L eake 
of the Dixon Milk Producers Associa­ 
tion, following conferences with local 
producers last night, went to Chicago 
rhis m orning to get first hand infor­ 
mation of t lie conferences held yes­ 
terday and to ascertain the outlook 
for the future m a rk e tin g of milk.

The milk producers, according to 
a report from Chicago, w ere alleged 
to have un d e rta k en , through the Co- 
Operative M arke ting Co., to have re­ 
quired the distrib utor's to m ak e six 
m on t hs ’ contracts for the ir milk s up­ 
ply at a gr a d ua te d price, b eginning 
with $3.7 0 per hun d red pounds in 
F eb ruary. 
The price of $3.7 0 was ob jected to 
b y the distrib utors 
on 
the ground 
t ha t it was exorb itant and entirely 
out of line with the b utte r and cheese 
m arke t. 
It would 
b e 
equal, they 
claimed, to m ore tha n $1 per pound 
for b utter.

The producers asked $3.7 0 
for this month, b ut had to m a k e a 
concession of 20 cents. 
This will not 
affect the retail price of milk.

early in the day. 
The farm ers in the 
Chicago milk district stood ready to 
withhold shipm ents of milk unless 
they were guara n te e d w hat they con­ 
sidered a fair price. 
T he drop in the price of b utte r and 
cheese was given b y Secretary W. J. 
K itth 
of the P rod uc e rs ’ association» 
as the reason for the lower sale price 
b y the farmer. 
The surplus supply 
of milk in the hands of the producers 
had to b e taken into consideration in 
the b argaining. F eed prices have also 
gone down. 
The price of $3.50 a 
hun d red pounds is less t ha n the cost 
price of production, according to the 
governm ent' formula, b ased

cem b er feed prices.

H ere’s P e r k in s’ V iew . 
George W. P erkins, 
president of 
the In te rn ation a l Cigar Makers, prob ­ 
ab ly expressed, t he net result m ore 
readily than 
‘any one 
else w hen he 
m a de this sta tem en t to the new spa­ 
per re prese ntatives following the a d ­ 
journ m e n t of the conference: 
“ Not in twenty -five y ears of actual 
experience have I participated in dis­ 
cussions that 
will 
m ean 
so much 
eventually to the sta te 
and nation. 
W e may expect as an im m ediate re ­ 
sult a program 
of 
action tha t will 
carry us through this period of t r a n ­ 
sition from w ar to peace. 
We have 
threshed over prob lems that a re on 
the high road to ad justm e n t here in 
Illinois. 
The two elem ents 
n eve r 
w ere in a more strategic position to 
reach an agreem ent tha n tonight.” 


Pelouze Is Gratified. 
Col. William Nelson Pelouze, vice 
president 
of

of his group, listened to Mr. P e r k i n s ’ 
state m ent, m ade in the presence of 
Governor Lowden. 
“ 1 acquiesce in the r e m a r k s of Mr. 
P e r k in s , ” Col. Pelouze said.

have estab lished a w orking b asis tha t 
is to b e the foundation upon which 
the most sub stantia l results can he 
const ructed .”

“ Most of the differences of honest 
men # result from m utua l m is un d e r­ 
standing, and these m is un d e r s ta n d ­ 
ings can b e cleared up only b y pe r ­ 
sonal contact 
and 
personal discus­ 
sion. 
W hen men ga t he r a roun d the 
same tab le, 
an d 
strive honestly to 
reach some com m on ground of un d e r ­ 
standing, they rarely fail. 
This was 
proven b y the experience of our state 
council of defense. 
“ R e presentatives of la b or and 
r e p ­ 
resentatives of capital 
m et in that 
b ody for the first time, b ecame ac­ 
quainted with one an other, with the 
result that the records of that b ody 
do not disclose a single divided vote 
upon any question considered b y it. 
If, as it seemed to me. that could b e 
accomplished b y that b ody , why it is 
not tim e for a la rge r b ody , composed 
equally of representatives of the e m ­ 
ploy er ami representatives 
of 
the 
employ e, to get similarly together, 
look into one an othe r's faces and dis­ 
cuss the 
whole 
industrial question 
from their own viewpoint. 
Find Rally ing Point. 
“ And 
the 
experience in this ses­ 
sion lasting d urin g the day has per­ 
suaded me that the thin g is entirely 
practical. 
1 do not expect tiiat all 
differences b etween these respective 
committees will disappear, b ut I do 
expect that they ' will b o reduced in 
n um b e r and seriousness, and that a 
com mon rally ing point will b e found 
b y these 
men 
w hene ver industrial 
troub les arise. 
“ It was realized b y ail that the 
firs? and most essential thing is to 
stim ulate the ordin ary , every day in­ 
dustries, so that the prob lem of un ­ 
em ploy ment that may b e met. While 
all agree tha t pub lic w ork could help 
considerab ly , still the private, ord i­ 
nary industry must b e run. if condi­ 
tions of em ploy m e n t are to b ecome 
satisfactory .

Lorrain e, where we stay ed for two 
months, meeting only with occasional 
raiding parties.

seasoned for our task we w ere then 
moved to the Suippe sector on the 
C ha m pa gn e front, where we were un ­ 
der the direction of Gen. Gouraud of 
the 4th F rench Army , the only Amer­ 
ican division having the honor. There 
we experienced som e great difficulty 
in ad j us tin g our 
wires.

m orning of July 15th, American in­ 
telligence men learned of the great 
G erman offensive set for midnight. 
15 m inutes b efore that tim e fire was 
opened with ever increasing force. 


Right On S ch ed u le. 
T he grea t G erm a n b arrage then 
opened on schedule time, just at m id ­ 
night. 
Both lines were in semi-circu­ 
lar position and the re was a giant 
circle of continued

was shooting all the time without our 
knowing it. 
V eterans of all drives 
said t ha t that fire was the greatest 
that the w ar had seen, and it b ecame 
famous as the million dollar b arrage.

ualties, b ut the wires were all cut to 
pieces. 
T he G erm ans advanced 200 
y ards and

and incidentally the ir entire western 
offensive. 
During that offensive the 
New Y ork and A lab am a regiments, 
the 165th and 167 th were 
merged 
with the French Chasseurs for tacti­ 
cal purposes. 
W he re I was, German 
dead were piled up 
four 
and 
five 
deep, while American casualties were 
extremely light.
